NEW YORK, Sept. 13—Telegrms ad- 
dressed to ‘correspondents at various points 
in Central America have failed to bring 
any verification of the reports of earth- 
quakes with attendant heavy loss of life 
in Honduras, but the following account of 
a vast catastrophe in that country comes 
over the wires direct from the vicinity of 
the calamity:

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Sept. 13—A 
courier arrived yesterday from Yetapan 
and announced the most terrible earthquake 
ever known in that section. 

The less of life and property is enor- 
mous. Three hundred persons are said to 
“have perished. 

The shocks ned on Sunday and 
continued until Tuesday, at intervals. 

By Monday the city was filled by an ad- 
dition of 3,500 people from the, mountains 
and outlying villages. 

During Monday night sheets of fame ap- 
peared at different points to the north- 
west, rising to immense heights. 

Tuesday morning the shocks ceased, 
quiet was restored, and people left town 
for their homes. At 9 o’clock that night, 
however, heavy rumbling noises were 
heard, shortly after followed by a reap- 
@earanee of the flames in the untains. 
‘Frightened persons flocked to and at 
midnight the church tower fell, carrying 
with it the roofs ‘of three houses. Nine 
people were killed. and eighteen injured.

DR. WAKEFIELD DEAD. 


Oldest Masen and ‘Oldest Minister in 
the M. E. Church. 


PITTSBURG, Pa. Sept. 13—Rev. Dr. 
Samuel Wakefield, the veteran Methodist 
minister, died to-day at West Newton. Dr. 
Wakefield was said to be the oldest Mason 
and the oldest preacher of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and likely the oldest of 
any denomination in the world. He has 
been a member of the Masonic fraternity 
for almost seventy-five years. His _child- 
ren are all living. His career as a Methodist 


Pennsylvania. He preached occas 

later years, and has enjoyed fairly good 
health until recently, though he has broken 
down somewhat since the death of his wife 
some months ago. His grandmother, Mary 
Wade, was a preacher, having been or- 
dained in the ministry by John Calvert. H 
was ordained in 1817. He published sever 
books on theology and music when he was 
comparatively young, which made him wide- 
ly known. His principal theological work, 
“Wakefield’s Theology,” has become a 
classic in the lifetime of the Methodist yr 
copal Church.

The editor of the Post-Dispatch was 
requested by the managing editor of The 
World to give briefly his recollections of 
what occurred in the sub-committee that 
framed the Democratic platform of 1892, 
with special reference to the currency 
plank. He did so: He did not discuss the 
money question. He said nothing about 
“free and unlimited coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to 1.“ He contented himself with 
summarizing very briefly the proceedings 
of the sub-committee in connection with 
the currency plank. He said (and re- 
peats now) that the members of the sub- 
committee who opposed the use of the 
words free coinage” for special and 
local reasons unequivocally and repeat- 
edly declared themselves as genuine bil- 
metallists as the other members of the 
committee and in favor of exactly equal 
treatment of gold and silver. He said 
(and repeats now) that if they or either 
of them had said then that the plank 
as it stands could or would be interpreted 
to mean the single gold standard, or 
that gold alone was to remain the stan- 
dard money of the country” with silver 
used simply as token money, it could 
not have been adopted by the sub-com- 
mittee, or the general committee, or the 
convention. 

Tne World evades or ignores this propo- 
sition and raises the general question of 
what is bimetallism. It ig on this ques- 
tion that The World and the editor 
of the Post-Dispatch differ fundament- 
ally. The editor of the Post-Dispatch 
holds that bimetallism as defined in the 
dictionaries, as used by writers on 


finance, and as understood by the Amer- 


ican people, means the use of gold and 
silver as money under precisely the same 
conditions, without diserfmination for or 
against either metal. The World con- 
tends that “sane bimetallism“ 
where gold enjoys free and unlimited 
coinage while silver is coined to @ limited 
extent into token money, the intrinsic 
value“ of which is measured ty the gold 
standard. The World accepts as final 
the results of legislation ich was en- 
acted for the special purpose of appreci- 
ating gold and depreciating silver, and 
making gold thus artificially appreciated 
the sole money measure of value. The 
editor of the Post-Dispatch believes, with 
the vast majority of the advocates of 
real bimetallism, that the legislative dis- 
‘crimination against silver should be re- 
pealed, and that free coinage on precisely

They are the 
ideas of a true, genuine, real Democracy. 
They 2 re Principles of true local self- 
govern They are the doctrines of 
Hard m — home rule and revenue re- 
ferm. * 

As this article was quoted with ap- 
proval in the great anniversary edition 
of The World published May, 1893, it may 
be accepted. as an @ itative version 
of the ‘Post-Dispat principles. 80 
accepting it, the editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch does not hesitate to affirm, with 
proof at hand to establish the fact, that 
he has carried out its principles with zeal, 
fidelity and aggressiveness. 


HELP FOR CUBA. 


The reported intention of the Admin- 
istration to take action favorable to the 
Cubans rehuires official verification and 
fuller explanation with regard to the 
specific act and the ground upon which 
it is based before it can be intelligently 
discussed. 

But it may be said that any judicious 
action warranted by the situation and 
within the bounds of international equity 
will be heartily approved by the Ameri- 
can people. The sympathy in this coun- 
try with the Cuban struggle for inde- 
pendence is general and profound, It 
has a solid foundation in a love of jus- 
tice and humanity, both of which it is 
generally recognized have had seant 
consideration in Spain’s government of 
Cuba. The repulsion to Spanigh rule 
created by a knowledge of its inhumag 
despotism has been intengified during 
the conduct of the present war. It may 
probably be said truthfully that not only 
the American people but the people of 
all enlightened nations recognize that 
Spain has wholly forfeited any claim she 
had upon Cuban dominion. 

While, therefore, Americans would not 
countenance jingoism in Cuban int®rfer- 
ence, they hail with joy a disposition on 
the part of the Government to take all 
just and fair means to help the Cubans 
and put an end to the horrors now being 
enacted on the island. It is doubtful if 
Spanish rule in Cuba would find a de- 
fender among civilized nations and it 
is probable that proper interposition by 
the United States would receive universal 
approval. 

The Administration could not do a 
more popular act or one more in accord 
with the principles of justice and human- 
ity than to exhaust the limit of this Gov- 
ernment's rights and powers in bringing 
peace and liberty to Cuba,

This is a reckless advocacy at once of dis- 
hopesty and disaster.

The people want both met- 
als used for money, the one as freely as 
the other. But they want them honestly 
used. Both parties, all political platforms, 
nearly every political leader, all the laws, 
and even Mr. Cleveland himself, are clearly 
pledged to bimetallism. But the sturdiest 
opponent of Wall street ideas would accept, 
however reluctantly, ‘the single gold stand- 
ard if they were compelled te choose be- 
tween that and the “free and unlimited 16 
to 1’’ dilemma of Mr. Jones, that must crip- 
ple commerce, impaif credit, destroy pros- 
perity and bring dishonor on the country.
